State Aid to Railroads. 

We in common with thousands of Kentuck 
cans, deeply interested in tbe progress and pros 
perity ot our Commonwealth, were both sur- 
prised and mortified by the course of our Sen 
ate, in laying on the tahle, with apparent con- 
tempt, the bill introduced br Mr. Fisk of Ken- 
ton, providing for State aid to railroads and 
turnpikes It is remarkable that a bill of such 
importance was thus summarily disposed of with 
out even a discussion of its merits. 

Considering that tbe neighboring States of 
Tennessee and Virginia have adopted similar 
systems, which have proved eminently beneficial 
in those States in the rapid advancement of 
their development and prosperity, the Senate 
certainly owed it lo the great State which it 
represents, and with the promotion of whose in 
terests it is charged, to at least have given this 
bill a respectful consideration — a full and fair 
diseessiou 

The proposition of the bill was only to sub- 
mit to the vote of the people, whether they were 
in favor of extending State aid to railroads and 
turnpikes. What possible objection could there 
be to thai ' If tbe people desire lo adopt this 
system, what right have iheir representatives to 
say that they shall not have the privilege of 
doing so ! If the people are opposed to it what 
|Kissihle harm could result from Ihe submission 
of the question to their decision ? 

Kentucky is standing still ; her vast resources ure 
locked up; extensive sections of the State are 
hopelessly unable to make any udvauce in wealth 
and improvement, lor want of railroads. The 
depressed interests of more than half the Stale 
are now appealing to the Legislature for relief. 
Surely it cannot be that so intelligent a body of 
legislators will tntn a deaf ear to auch an appeal 
Is it (tOfaUda that not one man can be found in 
either house to raise his voice in behalf of this 
great measure, which is of more consequence to 
the Slate, than all tbe oilier acts, which have 
been or will be pussed by the present Legisla- 
ture! 

Our ambitious solotis should lemember that 
Dewitt Clinton earned lor himself a prouder aud 
more enduring fame, hv his noble and success 
ml efforts in behalf of the New York canal, 
il.an has been won by any other statesmau of the 
Kmpire State The man who shall liuk bis 
name with the establishment of the liberal and 
enlightened policy of state aid to railroads in 
Kemuckv, will earn for himself the lasting 
gratitude oi ihe people, and a fame as enduring 
as the great works of public aud permanent 
utility to which his far-seeing wisdom shall giv.
